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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants have elected group II and have traversed the restriction with respect to R7 and R8 to 
be H and fluorophenyl. 

The examiner has agreed to join the group wherein R7 or R8 is a fluorophenyl and the other is a 
H. 

Claims 2, 4, 6, 9, 10, 13, 15, 17, 19, 23-29,36, 37, and 42-45 fall within the group. 

The compound claims were found to be allowable over the prior art and drawn to the restricted 

group II with it being expanded to include R7 or R8 to be a fluorophenyl and the other is a H. 

In an interview with the attorney Mr. McGinnis, the examiner and the attorney agreed to rejoin 

the claim 43, A method of modulation CCR6 activity comprising the administration of an 

effective amount of claim 2. 

Claims 44 and 46 would be cancelled. 

The applicants attorney agreed to amend the claims to the elected group, which is 

Group II, claim(s) 2, 4, 6, 8-22-38, 42, drawn to compounds of formula II, wherein 4 spiro 
indene-piperidines, Z are all carbon, A is N or O and all the R's are either a H, trifluoromethyl, 
or an alkyl. 

The examiner has also expanded the restriction to include R7 and R8 to include one being a H 
and the other being fluorophenyl. 

If applicants amend the claims to the elected group and as discussed in the interview, Applicants 
should be careful while amending so as not to include other substitutents as it would no longer 
be the elected group. Applicant should feel free to call the examiner if he had any questions At 
the number given below.
